ting ; then they labour to find 
our Subtlenes, to carry them 
on to what ſo much they do 
defire, and do learn het only 
the Evit which rhey ſhould not 
know, but even rhe faireit 
way to commir the ſame. And 
to ipeak the ruth, what like- 
lihood 
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lhood is there for them to be 
familiar with fuch alluring 
Books, - and Songs, and not 
put their Innocency it ſelf in 
danger. In thoſe vain Pam- 
phlets, they read how this 
Virgin leaves her Country, and 
her Parents, to run after that 
Stranger ; another 1s in love in 
a Moment, when (he reads rhar 
fhe hath received Letters from 
fuch and fuch a Gallanr, and 
how they have appointed pri- 
vate places where to meet to- 
gether. Theſe are bur cun- 
ning Leflons, ro learn young 
Maids to fin more wittily ; and 
there 1s no Man can compre- 
hend ' with what reaſon, nay 
with what probatility, ſuch 
perillous Books, and Sonnets, 
may be juſtified. — And

ed on-Loves Pinnacle : A Man 
may without blame ſometimes 
in lictle chings be leſs careful 
than ar others, whilſt a Wife 
thar is: ſo nicely expecting, 
may draw upon her lelf the 
Cenſure of two much Craving 
and exiAneſs. But if this Huſ- 
band br. really Sullen, and that 
it unavoidably comes upon him 
by fits, then the Wife muſt be 
watchful to diſcern the firit ap- 
perrance of Cloudy Weather 1n his 
Brow, and to have an Eye 
when the fir retires, and then 
with ſoljd Reaſ1n and gentle Per- 
ſwaſions, labour to prevent its 
rerurn; tor the cure 1s always 
moſt ſucceisfully undertaken 
when the black humour begins 
Cc to

to be. very weak. — Having 
thus far proceeded, we come 
now to let a Wife ſee, how ſhe 
ought to manage a Covetous 
Husband ; but let her take 
care in the firſt place, that ſhe 
miſtakes not Frugality and 
Thrift for Covetouſneſs; and 
concludes him ſo Covetous, on- 
Iy becauſe he will not allow 
her a ſuperfluity of things un- 
neceſſary; examine then well 
the Circumſiances of his For- 
tune, weighing the Reaſon of 
every thing you expect from 
him, before you have a right 
of pronouncing the Sentence ; 
for indeed roo many complaints 
of "this Nature are unjuſtly 
made by Wives, when they are 
Abridged of gratifying their 
extravagancies : The mean then, 
between Nigardlineſs and Ex- 
travagance, is to beobſerved, in 
ſparing in what is leſs neceſſa- 
TJ, and to lay out more largely, 
in what is more required in our 
ſeveral Circumſtances.- Some 
Wives for all this, will call 
their Husbands Kindnels in Que- 
ſtion, if any other Meaſure 
beſide that of their own Fan- 
cies is ſet to bound their Ex- 
pences, which ought to be a- 
voided, and the Husband not 
to be efteemed Covetous or 
Unkind ; becauſe he better 


knows what is fit and reaſona- 
ble : but to come nearer to the 
purpoſe, we will ſuppoſe the 
worſt, and ſay_ the Husband is 
Niggardly, cloſe Fiſted, and 0- 
ver- = » When his Fortune 
would realonably give a larger 


Allowance ; the Wife in thi 
Caſe muſt labour to make | 
leſs afliting, and obſerve 
ſonable hours of ſpeaking ; take 
him in a pleaſant humoy, 
when ſhe would require ay 
thing ; as when he 1s on th 
getting Hand, or in the midf 
of Love Endearments, but 
ver when Loſſes or Vexation 
hang about him, nor contrie 
by Siniſter ways to contra 
himz for this, though it my 
at one time Advantage you, 
will never hold at another; 
and what is given grudgingl, 
is worn with the Envy of the 
Donor ; you muſt the better 
to humour him, pretend x 
leaſt to- be as Covetous und 
Saving as himſelf ; yet tell hin 
things that are neceſſary ougit 
and muſt be had to keep w 
Credit and Reputation in the 
World ; and what is expended 
one way, your Provident Car 
and double Diligence fhall bring 
in another ; and if your Rt 
ſons . and Arguments are ot 
forcible enough to prevail, yot 
muſt get ſome intimate Friend 
of his, to adviſe him to Ii 
an{werable to his Charalte, 
and do that in his Family tht 
may be for his Honour an 
Credit, and prevent the I 
proaches that will otherwiſe be 
thrown upon him ; for the Pa 
ſions of Men gre very u 

and are apt tobe raiſed or 

ed as:they work upon 
objeRs,and in ſome things more 
tractable than in others, giving 


ear to Reaſon with Rom 
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and admitting a fair Dilpure : 
and moreover in matters ot a- 
yarice, there are but few .Hul- 
bands fo entirely abandoned to 
it, but may at lome times ber- 
ter than at others be wrought 
upon, to do what is Convent- 
ent, or in Reaſon can be expe- 
Red from them ; ſometimes an 
Anger to be out-done by 0- 
thers of leſs ability, carries a 
main ſtroak with it, and- ſome- 
times a Pride to gain applauſe, 
and be admired, raiſes them to 
a liberal profuſeneſs. A fit of 
Ambition, Vanity or Kindneſs 
may produce the like, by ſud- 
dainly opening and enlarging 
a ſtraight Mind, and a Wife 
Minding Critical and Seaſonab/e 
Times, may by many other ways 
bring their ends about, and 
make her ſelf eafie under this 
Grievance, The laſt Suppoſi- 
tion we will make, is, Pus the 
Caſe a Hushand be weak and in- 
competent, and not capable of m4- 
king uſe of the Priviledges that 
belong to it ; it muſt be conclu- 
ded then, that ſuch a one yiel- 
deth room tor a great many 
Objection; ; yet ſo God Orders 
hamane Aﬀairs, that he 1+! 
dom ſends a Grievance wi: 11 
out a Remedy, or at leaſt joue 
Mitigation to rake off the ſharp- 
neſs of it ; and to leflen ſuch 
a misfortune : vou are firſt ro 
bring your Obſervation, that a 
Wite very often makes the bet- 
ter figure, for the Husbands 
making the lefler in the World, 
waich is the thing moſt Wives 
mainly aim at, that ſtanding 


che more fair in fight, chey 
may be the betre; taken notice 
of; and. though a Wife may 
be ſomerimes athameu ot fool- 
iſ Aftions in ſuch a Husband, 
ſhe will however be leis a- 
fraid of him, than of one that 
1s wiſe, and more circumſpect 
in his ways: A weak Husband 
gives the Wiſe an uncontrolled 
Dominion, which it ſhe be Pru- 
dent in managing, gets her a 
high Eſteem and Reputation a- 
mong Men, as having an op- 
portunity to Grace her Sex, by 
ſhowing how fir they are for 
the Management of weighty 
Aﬀairs, did not men generally 
put them by in ſuch Matters ; 
leaſt their Luſtre ſhining too 
right ſhould overcorhe theirs ; 
however ſuch a Husband muſt 
have due and civil Reſpect pay'd 
him by a Wife in external mat- 
ters, whatever inward thoughts 
ſhe may have of him ; leaft he 
prove Croſs and Peeviſh, and 
bring a Vexation upon her 
that may be avoided ; ihe muſt 
hide his weakneſs as much as 
may be, and forbear to throw 
out any Jeſts upon his Awkard- 
nels and unſeemly Behaviour ; 
or to .1peak or act fligktingly 
of hin in Company ; tor that 
noc only gives Encouragement 
tor others to do ſo, but will 
make lome 1magine her Light 
and Inconftant; and being 
thought one of eafie acceſs, 
there will not be ſome wanting 
to lay Temptations and Snares 
in her way, in which ſhe may 
happen to intangle her Virtue 
Cc: beyoad 
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beyond an eafie dilengagement ; 
however, there may be ſaid to 
be more Comfort with a Wiſe 
Prudent Husband, becauſe leſs 
care and mcre Credit in his 
Company and Converſation, 
and knowing how to be Ma- 
ſter, he will not ſuffer her to 
feel the weight of Government, 

et give ter all reaſonable Li- 

erty, as it ſhe had the Power 
in her own hands; one whoſe 
Authority is ſo ſoftened by his 
kindneſs, that he finds his ten- 
derneſs gains him a juft eſteem 
in return of it : inſomuch that 
ſhe will never want Power, 
though it may be of little uſe 
to her, as having no occaſion 
to exert it; and ſuch a Hul- 
band is as much above all 0- 
thers kinds of them, as a Kat:- 
onal Subjefion 10 a Prince Mag- 
nificent in himſelf, is to be pre- 
ferred before the uneaſineſs and 
diſquiet of an unlimited Liberty. 
— Having brought matters 
thus far, and ſhowed the beſt 
ways to make a Life Fafie and 
Comfortable in a Marriage-ſtare, 
by turning ſeeming diſadvanta 
pes to the advantage of a Wite 
under her various Circum- 
ſtances, we now come to con- 
fider, what is to be conſider- 
ed, and therefore a Wife the 
better to endear a Husband to 
her, muſt carry her ſelf friend. 
ly and obliging towards his 
Relations and Friends, which 
requires the moſt refined part 
of her Underſtanding to ma- 
nage her ſelf in as ſhe ought, 
for ſhe muſt Study how to live

with them, with more Care 
than ſhe is to apply to any 0- 
ther part of her Life, elpeci- 
ally at firſt, that ſhe may not 
ſtumble at her ſetting out ; for 
the Family into which a Youn 
Lady is to be ingraffed, wil 
be apt to expect ſhe ſhould con- 
form to their Mode and Me- 
thod, as is exaCted from a 
Stranger in a Forreign Coun- 
trey, and not bring in a new 
Model by her own Authority, 
for that will not be admitted 
without great Conteſting; for 
they will ſtand up againſt ſuch 
an Invaſion, and not give over 
till they have fruſtrated the 
defijzn of it, and made void its 
purpoſes: Therefore, if ſhe 
would live in Peace and good 
Efteem, ſhe muſt be Cautious 


to avoid the leaſt appearances 


of any thing of this Kind, but 
rather by avoiding to give the 
leaſt offence, ſtrive to ftrength- 
en her Intereſt by gaining them 
to her ſide, and that ſhe may 
atterward with leſs difficulty 
give her Directions, ſhe muſt 
at firſt be lure to receive them 
from her Husbands © Friends, 
that they may be the better ſa- 
tisfied in them ; and by ſo do- 
ing, ſhe will ſoon ſee a kind of 
anEmulation amongſt themwho 
ſhall beſt dire and moſt com- 
mend her ; ſo that taking Root 
by degrees, the power ina little 
time will wholly devolye on 
her; ſo that ſhe then being 
ſettled in her Husbands Aﬀe- 
Rions, may AR Independent 
of his Relations ; for ſhe muſt

conſider, if when but a New 
Comer, ſhe begins too brisk 
at firſt, they will how pru- 
dently ſoever ſhe manages her 
felt, be finding faults, and mag- 
nifie little Failings ; and ſome- 
times if they have Power and 
latereſt with him, incenſe the 
Husband to a diſlike of her 
Carriage, and ſo plant the firſt 
Seeds of Domeſtick Jarrs and 
Diſcontents ; and if this hap- 

ns not, yet all prudent Hus- 
bands tor their own fakes will 
have their relations relpected 
and conſidered, whereby a high- 
ervalue is ſet on the Family ; 
for he takes it upon him as his 
own Concernment, not to have 
his Relations neglected , be- 
caule it makes way for a neg- 
|& to break in upon himlelf : 
And here it a Wife bring any 
Servants into the Family with 
er, ſhe is in a great degree 
anſwerable, for fir Failings 
a their reipe&ts, if ſhe does 
not reprove and reform them ; 
and therefore it may be more 
dviſabls for her to gain the 
&rvants ſhe finds in the Fami- 
ly, than to tye her ſelf too faſt 
to thoſe ſhe carries with her, 
for that will rather make par- 
tes, and thoſe Parties raiſe di- 
turbances, which will be of [1] 
conſequence ; and when any 
gpearances of ſuch things put 
orth, ſhe muſt labour to pre- 
vent their growth, if ſhe would 

re her own eaſe: for it may 
te (aid, thac the greateſt ſtreams 
ve made up ot the ſmalleſt 
drops at the head of the ſprings 


from whence they are derived : 
So the greatd#ft Circumſtances 
of Life will in ſome degree, 
directed by theſe ſeeming Tri- 
fles, which having the advan- 
tage of being the firſt As of 
it, have a greater Effe& than 
in their own Natures fingly 
they could pretend to. But to 
conclude this Article, our Ad- 
vice is, that a Wife as much as 
Nature will give her leave, 
ought to forget the great In- 
dulgence ſhe has found at home 
jrom the gentle Diſcipline of 
tender Parents; becaute what 
ſhe finds abroad at firſt, will 
be of another Nature, tho' up- 
on her being tranſplanted into 
another Family, the Ulage may 
prove very kind, and afford 
no juſtihable realon to com« 
plain ; her Mind muſt be how- 
ever compoſed to entertain and 
welcome it, and got ſtart and 
fall 1aro diſorder at the appea- 
rances of different Scenes ; for 
being a while uſed to the alte- 
rations, it will become more 
Natural and agreeable, and 
grow more ſuited to her Tem- 
per, which being made up with 
a Husbands Kindneſs, will con- 
tinue to encreaſe upon her, till 
ſhe is under fail in the proſpe- 
rous Ocean of Happineſs, and

home in her Coach, they laid 
an Ambuſh for her, Petreus of 
the Church of Caſaria being

Husbands Duty towards his 
Wie. Having given a brief 
Curacter of a Good Husband, | 


it 1s now requiſice, ſeeing all 
are not ſuch, to Inftru@t tuch 
as intend to Marry, or areal- 
ready in poſſeſhon, how they 
ougyt to behave themſelves to- 
wards their Wives. Firſt then, 
conſider the State of Marriage 
is Sacred, friſt ordained by 
God in Paradiſe, and many 
eimes confirmed and expreſly 
commanded lo to be eſteemed, 
therefore not tobe trifled with, 
and looked upon as a thing In- 
different : Firſt then, you muſt 
reſolve to Love and Cheriſh 
your Wife as your own Fleſh, 
or never expect to be really 
happy in your Mai riage.

We caur.ot thei c- 
fore conclude thoſe Husbands _ 
overwile, who imagine to have 
the Subjection of their Wives, 
not by the Exerciſe of Aﬀecti- 
on, but by the aſſerting their 
own Authorities ; for whatever 
is compell'd, waits tor an op- 
portunity to caſt off the Yoke, 
and thoſe that reign over the 
unwilling, find it as great to 
keep them in Obedience, as 
pleaſure to be obeyed. All 
Compulſory being a violent 
motion , which upon every 
Ceſſation of Vis Motrua returns 
again to it's Natural bent, when 
that which is ſpontaneous, has 
a regular motion within the 
Mind, moves the Body to act 
and put its diftates in praftice ; 
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ſo that nothing that is realon- 
able is refuſed, tor Love that 
is as ſtrong as Deati, and can 
not be Quenched by many 
waters, aGts then very Power- 
fully,and overlooks many Fau!ts 
and Failings 3; therefore the 
wile prelerve and cher:ſh Aﬀe- 
Chon, whilſt the imple go a- 
bout to deſtroy it, and with it 
their own peace, magnifie each 
Failing, and aggravate each pet 
ty Circumſtance, as if Women 
could be altogether without

No Woman ever gave her 
plight in Marriage with an in- 
tent to be a Slave, or lordidly 
abridged of what is cenveni- 
ent ; but inthat promiſed them- 
ſelves Pleaſure and Convenien- 
cy in the Soclety of a Husband, 
which they believe themſelves 
uncapable ro Enjoy without 
him, which if they want from 
you, their own Wit induceth 
them to ſeek elſewhere. Whence 
we have leen ſome that have

obferves it well, would think 
they rather deſign'd to make 
Sport for others, than to pro- 
cure any manner of ſatisfaction 
for themſelves. Bur to expole 
the Folly of this the more ob- 
viouſly, ſuppoſe one of either 
Sex, who 1eem fo be on the 
brink of the Grave, yet long+ 
ing for to be coupled with 
Youth ; expoled to the Lite in 
all cheir Fopperies, as Garb, 
Addrefles, Courtſhips and Fruzts 
of it afterwards.

rudence and Impiery of al] 
auch as run raſhly, or without 
their Friends Knowledge or 
Conſent, on Matrimony, is 
more frequent in our Nation, 
than in Neighbouring Coun- 
tries : And tho' ſome more care 
has been taken to prevent it of 
late years, yet we cannot ex- 
peR it will be wholly put a 
ſtop to, ſo long as there are fo 
many Priviledged Places for 
Marriages. Asto ſuch Perſons 
as ſteal Perſons much aboye 
thetnielves in Fortunes, 'cis the 
moſt be and ingenerous ACt 
in the World ; to Marry purely 
for Money, ſeldom fails of cau- 
ſing an unhappy Life. I would 
have ail high Lookers and Pre- 
tenders to great Fortunes to 
conſider, 1. What a vaſt piece 
of Injuſtice *tis to rob a Loving 
Father of a Daughter, in which 
he places ſo great a part of his 
Delight, to take his deareſt 
Jewel fromhim:and violently to 
ice a blooming Sprig,which he 


has nouriſhed wich ſo much care 
and tenderneſs ; what ſhowers 
of AfﬀMictions fall upon both af. 
terwards ! 2+ Confider what 
a hidh piece of Imprudence it 
is for a Man fo dangerouſly to 
venture himfelf with a Young 
| Creature, whole fickle Fancy 
turns like the Wind, and whoſe 
Love quickly may turn into Ha- 
tred, which may bring his Life 
at her Mercy. Again conſider 
the greatneſs of the of 
Marrying without Friends Conſent, 
from this, that Nature has gj- 
ven to Parents an extraordina« 
ry Power over their Children; 
making far greater DiſtinCion 
here than in any other Perſons 
whatſoever. As Parents Au- 
thority is great, ſo ought Chil- 
drens Obedience to be great 
too. And & Marriage is the 
greateſt concern,and that which 
a Parent takes moſt care in ; fo 
for aSon or aDaughter to be &i[- 
obedient,in this we 1s the great- 
eſt piece of Rebellion, as well 
as Ingratitude. Next proceed 
to conſider the Female Sex : 
And as they are of a more ſoft 
and flexible Diſpoſition than the 
Male, they are more adapted to 
Obedience: And that Obeds 
ence and Compliance in them 
ſeems more convenient and ne- 
ceſſary. This will more 
appear, if we conſider the ut- 
ſteady Nature, and 
Difpoſition, eſpecially of the 
Female Sex, whoſe Reaſons ure 
generally byaſs'd by their Hu- 
mours, and not ſtrong e 
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are beſt for a Married Life : a- 
gain if we confider the Modiſh- 
nels of the generality of Young 
Ladies; when we conſider ma-

Parents Lives are often like thoſe 
of Poets, and Gamefiers, whe 
can very rarely arrive to the Plea- 
ſure of being cool and at reſt, their 
buſie Souls, and over-whelm' Je. 
fires are continually in flame, which 
never ſuffers them to bave a calm 
and even Temper.—'Tis their over- 
doing of things that commonly ru» 
ins their defigns, and breaks 
all their Meaſures, &c, I can- 
not ſuppoſe, that any Parenrs 
wiſh their Children the leaſt 
hurt or injury ; but gs I acquit 
them of this vice, I muſt needs 
accuſe them of aq inſufferable 
Piece of Folly, when they think 
to make that Match happy 
which begins with Hatred and 
Loathing.

that for ought ſhe knows, 
having never ſeen this Queen

Good Laws of our God. And 
why 1s this Laxuyy - called 
Pacleanntſs, but becauſe of a

tended with ? - Indeed, ſuch 
y the Wretchedneſs of the 
Corruption, in Man, that it

Damnable Mickedneſs. It was 
the Apoltolicai Counſcl, in 
Eph.

Diabolical Pranks, that are 
Committed by,thoſe, whoſe 
Life is among the Uncltan,

neſs, whereunto the Raging 
Luſts of Men do carry them; 
"Tis that, whereto Unwedded 
Perſons, of both Sexes, do 
proſtiture themfelves 3 and 
and it is reckoned among 
thoſe Works of whe Fleſh; 
whereof we are aſſured in 
Gal. $. 25, 21. Thy which 
do' ſuch Things, ſhell not jabe- 
rit the Kingdom, —— If 
they that have been thus 
Unclean, do come to Marry, 
it is well if the Unclean Spi- 
rit ſtill haunt them nor, 
There are Inexpreſſible Vs- 
deagrſies, tn the Married 


Pe  ofares, 
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State, which the word of 
God has Brandeil, in Col. 3, 

Under the Title, of 
ordinate Aﬀefiion; for which 
Thing ſake the Wrath of God 
comes upon the Children of Diſ 
obedience. And ſome- 
times, the Uncleanneſs grows 
Into' Adultery; Yea, perhaps 
a doubled Adultery; wherein 
the Marriage-Covenant is feare 
fully broken by Sinful Crea- 
tures, that Shake off the Toke 
of God, impoſed from the 
Beginning. The Iniquity fo 
often Damned in the Word 
of God; but eſpecially in 
Prov. 6. 29, 32. Whoſotver 
gouches bis Nezghbours Wife, 
ſhall nox be Innocent, whoſe 
Committeth Adulttry with a 
Woman, wanttth underftanding 
be that dotth it defiroyeth bis own 
Soul. Sometimes allo, 
There is an Inceſt perpetra- 
ted in that UVnileanneſs, where- 
to the Helliſh Firzs in the 
Hearts of Men do carry 
them, They will needs In- 
vade that comfortable, and 
Profitable, Order; which God 
has Eſtabliſhed in Humane 
Society, as now increaled, 
for the Propagation of man- 
Kind. It was the FdiQ of 
Heaven, in Lev. 15. 6. None 
of you ſhall approach to any, 
that js near of hin to him. 
And to ſhow, that ſuch and 
ſuch Degrees were not for- 
bidden unto 1/raet alone, 
the Lord adds, -For in all 
theſe the Nations ave Defiled, 
which x caft out before you. 


Vile Uncl:a»neſs, do ſome a- 
mong, the dehaſed children 
of Men, fink down into, that 
Sodomy and Byuggery it ſelf, 
has 'been among their Crimes, 
The great God has had Oc- 
caſion to iſſue our ſuch pre.

Alcibiadts, if he could bear her 
perpetual Clamour : He ſand, 
It was &4 hindntis to him, bts 
cauſe it inured bim to bear all 
the other Evils attending 0! bu- 
mane: Life, One Morning after 
She had given him a juniper 
LeRvure; getring from her, 
he ſeating himſelf on a Sunny 
Bank under the Window, and 
as he was reading Philoſophy, 
She not thinking She had her 
fill of ſcolding at him, reſol- 
yed to urge himyet further, 
by (willing him from a Loft 
with a PFils-pot 3 at which In- 
dignity the good Man only 
ſaid, That he always after 
Thunler expeRtd, a Shower, A 
rare Example of Patience for 
Husbands that have ſcolding 
Wives. 

Xerin, A Mooriſh Princeſs, 
faid to draw Don Sebaſtian 
King of Portugal, from a- 
mong the heaps of the ſlain, 
when he and his Army fell 
at the Batrel of Alcazer in 
Aﬀrica, and after having 
refreſhed him, and healed 
his Wounds, marryed him, 
of which Paſſages ſee more, 

Xanthe, of a Yel!ow Com 
plexion. 

Xenophila, She thar loves 
Strangers. 

Xantippe. Hieronymo writ 
a Book againſt 7ovinian, in 
which he copiouſly dilcour- 
ſes of the praile of 


Virginity, rec{oning a Ca- 
talogue of divers famous and 
and renowned in that kind 
amongſt ſundry Nations. He 


ſpeaks of Socrates, who ha- 
ving two curſt Queans, and 
both at once (for the Law of 
Athens, did allow duplicity 
of Wives) cogld endure their 
Scoldings and Contumacy with 
ſuch conſtancy and patience; 
tor having Zantippe and Mirho 
the daughters of Ariſtides, the 
houſe was never without braw- 
ling. One Eithidemus com» 
ing from the wraſtling place, 
an{l Socrates meering him by 
chance, compelled him to ſup- 
per; and being ſat at board, 
and in fad and ſerious diſ- 
courle, Zantippe ſpake many 
bitter and railing Words of 
diſgrace and contumely againſt 
her Husband ; but he nothing 
moved therewith, nor making 
her the leaſt Anſwer, She 
ripped up the Table, and 
flung down all that was upon 
it, But when Euthidemus be- 
ing therewith much moved, 
aroſe ro be gone, and inſtant- 
ly depart: mWhy, what harm 
is there (quoth Socrates ? ) Did 
not the ſame thing chance at your 
Houſe, when 1 dined with you 
the Iaft day, when a cackling 
Hen caſt down ſuch things 4s 
were upon the Board? yet we 
your gutſts notwithilanding, left 
not your Houſe unmannerly, Ano» 
ther time in the Marker, 
She ſnatching his Cloak from 
his back, the ſtanders by per- 
tvaded him to beat her ; but 
he replied, So whilft ſhe and

Rules do it by diftorrion;lome- 
times it's like Circes Wand, 
ſometimes like Mercuries Ca» 
aucens, ſometimes it corrupts, 
and at other times makes 
chaſte ; Beauty cemmonly as 
it is either founded or ap- 
prehended, is the Objet of 
that fancy, which proves 
like a Gorgon, which whilſt 
men admire, ir dazles and 
blinds their Eyes of Under- 
ſtanding, which cauſes the 
Lover to extol the Vertnes 
of the party loved, many 
times ſo far above truth; 
Verrue it ſelf indeed is fair, 
vh:ch made one ſay, That is, 
if it could be ſttn in a propper 
ſhtpe, it would appear ſo An- 
gelical and divinely Beautiful, 
that all would love and admire 
it, Love indeed is the ſtrong- 
eſt of the Paſſions ; but often 
found in the weakeft minds, 
whoſe Breaſts nor fortified 
by the ſtrength of Counſels., 
Such amorous Conceits have 
the eafier Acceſs to. Every 
Soul is imprinted with the 
CharaQer of this Defire,which 
being turned from the love of 
the Creatures to Piety, it be- 
comes Divinity : It makes all 
things ſeem pleaſant; and 
therefore ſome have ad- 
visd, That we ſhould not be 
withour a ſtrong AﬀeCQion 
Glances and Geſtures do often 
procure AﬀeRion, whether it 
be by ſtrengthening the 1m- 
magination or not, we do 


not undertake to determine : 

It is moſt fervent when moſt 

oppoſed; nor is It without 
Hhhh 2 
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a Myſtery in Nature, The 
ſecret artratipg of AﬀeRions 
between particulars, without 
any knowledge or apprehen- 
fion of their conditions ; for 
there are certain Vertues that 
want a Name, which 1s the 
cauſe fome can hardly give 
a reaſon of their Love. It 
is prevalent ſometimes in 
the wiſeſt of either Sex, which 
ſhews, it has a proximity 
with good; Youth is moſli 
ſubje& to thoſe Inclinations, 
which ſhews, That it is for 
the moſt part rhe child of 
Vanity : whilſt he is ſteep'd 
in his Aﬀe@ions, 1t becom- 
eth like a Dew that falls ir 
the Morning of Youth, when 
he is ſcarce got out of the 
Night of his Ignorance, and 
is expelled by the riſing 
Sun of his knowledge; 
and it is found, That Young 
are Amorous, the Middle Ag- 
ed Aﬀectionate; and thoſe 
of Elder Years run into the 
Follies of Dotage, when 
Natures Fires are quenched 
in them, and only Ice and 
Snow, of chillneſs and im» 
potency being abour them, 
—— - Such as thoſe are like 
Gameſters, That have loſt 
all at play, yet keep a fumb- 
ling with the Box, and hin- 
der others that have Luſty 
Betts to lay. Love indeed 
carrys a kind of an impo- 
rency in it's effelts, ſealing 
up our Lips that we cannot 
ſpeak our ming, though fain 
. we wou'd ; our words heave 
upward for vent, br tcannot

pet a paſſage; We might 
ave the Obje& of our de- 
fires perhaps for ſpeaking for, 
yet are aſhamed or fearful to 
ask for what we ſo much 
covet, which Cauſed one to 
idmoniſh his Friend in ſuch

But now we come to give 
ſome cautions as to truſt and 
diſtruſt in theſe Aﬀairs ; both 
of them being very neceſſa- 
ry, as the occaſion may re- 
quire, It cannot be denyed, 
but the ſafeſt Rule ro truſt 
to, not to be deceived, is to 
prefer diſtaſte before roo 
much credulity; As for in- 
ſtance, a Religious Suſpition 
is a good Antidote againſt 
the Poyſon of Vice, which 
ſtill rhe Devil inſtills into 
the hearts of Men, with a 
deceitful pleaſure, putting an 
Impoſture upon their Under- 
ſtanting: So a diſlembling 
Lover dreſſes up his words 
in the moſt beantiful Forms, 
covering his Hippocracy and} 
Diſſimulation with guilded 
Promiles, co gain Credit and 
Belief, that he may the bet- 
rer deceive; Ani! therefore 
ſuch Ladies as would avoil 
being taken in a Snare,muſt 
have a generous diſtruſt, nll 
they are very well aflured 
how they may truſt. They 
muſt joyn to the Innocency of 
the Dove, and the Wildom of 
the Serpent, and not think 
every ſhining thing to be 
real, and no counterfeit. It's 
the ſtile of Pollicy ro di- 
ſtruſt, whereby probability of 
Appearance, it may give ſe- 
curity, Burt to let every 


thing receive our own —_ 


tions, which are formed in 
the weak moddel of a doubts» 
ful Fancy, diſtrats Judgment ; 
and though theſe that are moſt 
ſenſible of their own Imper- 
fe&ions, will ſooneſt expe 
deficiencies from others ; 
yet, It is ſafe to,think, there 
is ſomewhat lyes hid which he 
doth not apprehend ; - for ir 
collefts the Underſtanding, 
and admits nor of any thing 
without due Examination ; 
for many through want of 
venting the Extaſies of their 
minds, have become pale, di- 
ſturb'd and envious, even 
with themſclves, which have 
pur the whole Frame of their 
compoſition our of joynt: 
And for this reaſon, we may 


'well decline from roo much 


truſt in others; when it 1s 
not always ſafe to truſt your 
own heart: The heart of man 
is deceitful, which like a 
Magick Glaſs, repreſents the 
Form of things which are 
not, Therefore, firſt proceed 
from a knowledge and cauti- 
on to your ſelf, ro that of 
others; ſo it may prove a 
wholſome Exorſime, leaſt you 
might ſwell too great in 
Self Eſteem, The Flatterer 
compoſeth the Moddel of 
your own Defires, your felf 
being the Archirype thereof 
firſt. Therefore let them be 
viewed in Reaſons Light, and 
the others as things imper. 
fetly mixed and obſcured, 
Machizvell has done well ro 
acquaint the World with the 
common praQtice of men; for 

it 
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it induces Vigilance to fair 
ſeeming Adions and Geſtures, 
pretending to Love and Amt- 
ty, when they are perhaps but 
Painted Diſhmulations ; for 
ſome Men will give you the 
ſmoothneſs of their counte- 
nance to be taken hold of, 
whilft they are ſtudying E- 
vaſion by the Nipperinels , of 
their Fancy. A fairer look than 
ordinary toward a Spaniard 
puts him in a preſent ſuſp1- 
tion of his own ſafe inſinga- 
tions of Lore and Amity, are 
many times very dangerous 
Symproms of a perfidious dif- 
poſition ; and in other matters 
we (ee it an ordinary thing 
for ane man to bu'l! his for- 
tune oat of the Ruincs of 
another. We ſce the man- 
ner of Natures produRion of 
things, how commonly the 
corruption of one thing is 
the generation - of another, 
and how many have generated 
their own Fortunes, Note, 
Thar where there is too preat 
a facility of believing, there | 
1s allo a willingneſs of de- 
ceiving 3 and although Belief 
carrys With it a colour of it- 
nocency, yet diſtruſt ſtill carrys 
tirength of ſafety. You can 
never be too ſure ; ſor if there 
be no danger, it's good to 
be armed againſt it, leaſt it 
may ſo fall at another, being 
rendered thereby ſupine and 
ſecure, or careleſs, you may 
be ſurprized. What com- 


mendation can that General 
expet, who having notice 
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Enemy 1s at hand, will not be. 
lieve it, or put his Army in 
a polture to receive them, 
though at preignt he ſees 
them not; and if it ſhould 
be a falſe Alarum, yet he 
ſhews good Condut, thar is 
always ready provided, if the 
worſt ſhould fall our. Love 
indeed makes many Alarums, 
and falie Arraci;'s ro Amuze 
Lovers, but it is with a de- 
ſign to carry the Fort by 
(torm, if 1t cannot be gain'd 
by Parley: But a Deſcrip- 
tion of Counterfcit and true 
Love, take in theſe follo:viug

Barbarians, could not cover 
their Envy towards her ; bur 
She little regarding, it, lived 
and dyed in honour.

Zeal, though it be good 
in 1t ſelf, 1s frequently abuſ:
